MRS. HEWEY IS BURNED, 
AND GETS SEVERE SHOCK 


Accident Is Believed to Be 
Result of “Crossing Up” of 
Two Commercial Wires of 
Power Company.

Mrs. Nelson C. Brown, aged 30, of 37 
South Church street, Decatur, Ga., was 
electrocuted in the bathroom of her 
home Wednesday afternoon about 2:30 
o'clock, and Mrs. Curtis C. Hewey, a 
neighbor, of 43 South Church street, is 
badly injured as the result of a shock 
she suffered while ironing some clothes 
with an electric iron in her home. 

The accidents are the result of what 
is believed to be the “crossing up” of 
two commercial wires of the Georgia 
Railway and Power company ata point 
where they run through a large tree 
in front of the residence of M. B. Ma- 
son, of the American National bank, 31 
Church street.

that the insulation of the com- 
mercial wires, which furnish lights for 
the hoyses on Church street, is badly 
worn from rubbing on the branches of 
a large tree in front of his home. He 
also stated that throughout Wednes- 
day, when the swaying branches of the 
tree would bring the wires in contact, 
a big flash of fire could be seen. 

Linemen of the Georgia Railway and 
company. who, soon after the 
death of Mrs. Brown, made an Inspec- 
tion of all the wiring along Church 
street, declared that they could not say 
that the trouble was in this tree. 

\V. H. Glenn, of the power company, 
visited Decatur last night and later said 
that the source of the trouble was un- 
known, 

Mr. Glenn stated that the voltage car- 
ried by the commercial wires on Church 
street was 2,200 volts each. 

Mrs. Brown's death was surrounded 
with tragic features. She was soon 
expected to become a mother. Her only 
little girl, Shirley, aged 5, who has big 
blonde curls, was near her mother at 
the time of her death, but neighbors 
rushed her from home and the little 
girl knew nothing of her mother’s fate 
until last night. 

Mrs. Brown had gone into the bath- 
room and in some way had come in 
contact with the socket of the electric 
light. No one saw the accident.

her arms as she fell. 

Mrs. Wing, Mrs. Frank Eakes and 
Mrs. Mason, all neighbors, rushed to 
the Brown residence at the call of the 
negro maid. 

These women strove-in vain to revive 
the dying woman. They called Mr. Ma- 
son. Dr. James Pittman, of Decatur, 
had been summoned to the residence of 
Mrs. Hewey only a few moments before, 
and, as he was passing the Brown resi- 
dence, Mr. Mason called him in, inform- 
ing him that Mrs. Brown was dying. 
Dr. Pittman rushed into the home and 
administered a dose of strychnine to 
the dying womar It was too late, 
though, as Mrs. wrown died within a 
few minutes. 

Physicians of the Georgia Railway 
and Power company were rushed to De- 
eatur and, with a pulmotor, obtained 
from the substation of the power com- 
pany in Decatur, tried to revive Mrs. 
Brown, working for four hours. 

Dr. Williams S. Ansley, of Decatur, 
assisted. He also attended Mrs. Hewey, 
who was soon reported out of danger, 
although she was seriously burned 
about her hands, feet and head. 

Both women were burned badly from 
contact with the highly charged wires. 


HUSBANDS 
NOTIFIED. 


Mr. Brown, who ts resident manager 
of the Charles E. Hires company, manu- 
facturers of Hires Root Beer, and Mr. 
Hewey were quickly notified, and 
rushed from the city where théy were 
at work. Mr. Brown arrived too late, 
but Mrs. Hewey was again conscious 
when her husband reached her bedside. 

Mrs. Hewey, when shocked, was iron- 
ing a dress. She told her husband 
the following story: 

“I was ironing clothes on a plain 
wooden board, using the electric iron. 
The children were playing about the 
room. Sister (Miss Mary Eddleman) 
and negro maid were also present. Sud- 
denly -I felt a terrific shock, and I 
began to whirl around. In my fall I 
remember knocking over the ironing 
table, which caused the iron to fall 
to the floor, and disconnect it from 
its socket above. This, the doctors tell 
me, saved my life, the current being 
broken by the fall of the iron.” 

Mrs. Hewey says she remembers 
nothing after falling to the floor. She 
received two deep gashes on the back 
of her head. 


NARROW ESCAPE 
FOR SERVANT. 


Mattie Randall, the servant in the 
home of Mr. Wing, also had a narrow 
escape. Mattie says she was getting 
ready to use her electric iron, and at- 
tempted to put the cord in the socket, 
when she heard a loud buzzing. She 
said that the current around her iron 
was so strong that she couldn't put her 
hand on or near it. She said that she 
then cut off the current at the socket. 

The body of Mrs. Brown was remov- 
ed to Barcley & Brandon’s chapel, 
where it will be prepared for shipment 
to Minneapolis, Minn., the old home of 
Mrs. Brown, this afternoon over the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad. 

Mrs. Brown is survived by her hus- 
band, her little girl, Shirley, and her 
mother, who lives in Minneapolis,

Plea for Bonbons 
Granted by Zerbst 


Over 800 Pounds of Their 
Favorite Sweets Devoured 
Monthly Now at the Big 
Penitentiary.

reached the “bonbon” 

The federal prisoners 
regular monthly allotment of their fa- 
vorite candies. The idea is such a tre- 
mendous success that more than 800 
pounds of bonbons, etc., are  con- 
sumed monthly. 

Hitherto the prisoners have been 4de- 
nied candy, although during the admin- 
istration of Warden Moyer they were 
sranted chewing gum, magazines and 
soft drinks. A mighty plea went up 
when Warden Zerbst, Moyer’s successor, 
went into office for candy. 

Last month he granted the candy ap- 
peal, permitting each prisoner to buy 
and keep in his cell two pounds of his 
favorite candy selection, whether it be 
bonbons, marshmallows, gum _ drops, 
cocoanut bars or peanut brittle. 

The candy is bought in bulk form 
from an Atlanta wholesale firm. Fach 
prisoner desiring candy itemizes be- 
fore the bulk purchase ig made his de- 
Sired allotment and it comes to. the 
prison storerooms direct from the man- 
ufacturer. This is to prevent the 
smuggling of opium, cocaine, mor- 
phine, heroin or other drugs the 
prisoners through the candy. 

It is estimated that more than 800 
of the 1,200 prisoners in the federal 
pen are candy lovers.

Washington, July 21.—In a report to 
the war department today on efforts 
to relieve distress in Mexico, Brigadier 
General Devol, general manager of the 
American Red Cross, declared that 
while non-combatants were suffering 
for want of food, military leaders had 
reaped a harvest from export taxes on 
Mexican-grown food shipped into the 
United States. 

Both factions, said the report, pro- 
hibited the purchase of food supplies in 
Mexico for relief of the people, stating 
that any supplies must be. purchased 
outside of Mexico. “The reason given,” 
the report added, “is that the food in 
Mexico is required to feed the Mexican 
soldiers. The real reason, in my opin- 
ion, is, that there is a military export 
tax, or, in other words. a charge on all 
exportations amounting on the north- 
ern border to $400 to $500 for each 
car that crosses the border. This 
money is paid direct to the military 
leaders. 

“There still are large quantities of 
food supplies assembled in various 
parts of Mexico and held by the mili- 
tary authorities and not permitted to 
reach the people. 

“At the present time there may not 
be any actual cases of starvation in 
Mexico. The Mexican people can live 
on little or nothing, and when driven 
to it can subsist for some time on cacti 
and other plants. There is in nearly 
every part of Mexico destitution and 
constant misery. People outside the 
military factions subsist only by suf- 
ferance and only when permitted to do 
so by the military leaders. It is evi- 
dent that not 50 per cent of a crop has 
been planted generally throvehout 
Mexico. Continual suffering remains 
and is growing worse from day to day.” 

Miss Mabel T. Boardman, of the Red 
Cross, wrote today to President Wilson 
asking for an appointment for a con- 
ference regarding Mexican relief.

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WATER CISTERNS 
IN BAD CONDITION,

Chief Bill Cody, 
ment, Wednesday 
general council to action when 
ported that one-third of the 
ground emergency cisrerns have 
filled up, that many of them are 
of repair and will not hold water, 
that others are empty. 

General council will 
asked at a special session 
noon to make an appropriation for put- 
ting the cisterns ih proper condition 
and placing someone in direct charge 
of them. This move Is all 
the more important since the unexpect- 
ed cracking of the big water main 
Sunday night, which, according to Chief 
Cody, would have made the fire 
partment helpless had a fire broken 
out. 

Mayor Woodward when notified of 
the condition of the system’ of cisterns 
declared that he thought they were be- 
ing kept in order and filled with wa- 
ter. He said that general counell should 
take immediate steps to have them re- 
paired before the city is threatened by 
fire again. 

Will Offer Ordinance. 

Councilman Claude Ashley, when 
told of the situation, wanted to start 
an immediate investigation, but later 
agreed to submit an ordinance in gen- 
eral council to place the responsibility 
for the cisterns on some official of 
the fire department and to have the 
chief see to it that regular inspections 
are made, and that these reservoirs 
are ready for service at anv time tn 
the event of an emergency. 

Chief Cody announced that he would 
secure an expert from the city con- 
struction department toédayv and begin 
at once a survey of the system, with 
a view to making recommendations to 
the board of firemasters to have them 
relined and the old cisterns opened and 
placed in condition for use. 

Some years ago the cisterns were 
carefully looked after amd were built 
at an expense of thousainds of dollars 
to the city. They were inspected and 
filled regularly and on several occa- 
sions were used in getting control of 
large fires. 

Chief Cody cited the big millfon and a 
half dollar fire in the terminal district- 
in 1908 when the department saved the 
city thousands of dollars by using the 
underground cistern on Hunter street, 
just off Whitehall. He savs that was 
the last fire in which the cisterns were 
used. 

On the morning after the cracking of 
the big water main last Sunday night, 
Chief Cody said that, like other mem- 
bers of the department, he felt secure 
in the belief that the cisterns could be 
used in case of fire. This led him to 
investigate, with the result that he 
found about ten of the cisterns fillea 
up, others empty and several of them 
were cracked and would not hold water. 
He found only three that were filled, 
with water. 

Many Cisterns Empty. 

Some of these cisterns have a capac- 
ity of as much as 100,000 gallons of 
water, while others have a capacity of 
only 20,000 gallons. The cistern at 
Five Points, with a capacity of 80,000 
gallons, is empty, likewise the 100,000 
gallon cistern on Broad street, between 
Marietta and Walton. 

“If we needed these cisterns 
years ago, we need them more than 
ever today,” said Chief Cody. “We 
also need many more and I will ask the 
city to build more as the finances per- 
mit. Nothing has emphasized the value 
of such a system more than the inct- 
dent of Sunday night. It happened that 
we were fortunate in having no big 
fires during the period when the water 
was cut off. 

“IT am going to Issue an order that 
every captain in the department will be 
required to make an inspection twice 
each month of the cisterns, and | am 
going to have firemen in charge of an 
engine to make the inspection so thar 
in the event the emergency supply of 
water is needed they will be able to 
thTow the hose into the mouth of the 
cistern and furnish a stream of water

Georgia will receive over what has 
heretofore been given it is $87,500, of which 
$50,000, or more than half, goes to the com- 
mon schools of the state. The remainder of 
this increase, $37,500, goes to the University 
and its eight branch institutions located in 
various sections of the state and in which 
Georgia places her dependence for the educa- 
tion of her coming citizens.
